11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  selectmen  to  arrange  with  the  City  of  Ports- 
mouth to  activate  with  hydrants  for  fire  protection 
purposes  the  eleven  6-inch  valves  provided  for  that 
purpose  of  water  lines  within  the  Town  limits,  as*  de- 
tailed and  under  conditions  noted  below: 


1.  Nine  hydrants  located  at  valves  provided  for 
that  purpose  as  part  of  the  Madbury-Ports- 
mouth  v^^ater  line. 

2.  Two  hydrants  located  at  valves  provided  for 
that  purpose  on  the  water  line  running  along 
the  Old  Dover  Road  from  Gosling  Road  to  the 
Simplex  property  line,  which  waterline  is  to 
be  built  by  the  City  of  Portsmouth  for  the 
Simplex  Wire  and  Cable  Co. 

PROVIDED  THAT: 

1.  The  cost  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  provided 
for  this-  purpose  in  the  Budget. 

2.  In  the  case  of  the  hydrants  located  at  valves 
on  the  Madbury-Portsmouth  water  line,  the 
selectmen  shall  be  directed  to  use  every  effort 
to  recoup  their  cost,  in  addition  to  whatever 
other  sums  may  seem  justified  in  return  for 
the  easement  for  the  water  line  on  Town 
Roads,  and  the  additional  fire  hazzard  to  which 
the  activities  of  the  Air  Force  may  subject 
the  Town. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  articles-  of  ex- 
penses under  the  caption  "A",  "B",  and  "C",  Expenses 
Town  Buildings,  as  included  in  the  Budget. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  sum 
of  $1885.  under  captions  "A",  "B"  and  ''C",  Police  De- 
partment, as  included  in  the  Budget. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  sum 
of  $2096.  under  caption  "A",  "B"  and  "C",  Fire  De- 
partment, as  included  in  the  Budget. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  sum 
of  11500.  for  the  care  of  trees  and  mosquito  control  as 
included  in  the  Budget. 
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16.  To  see  how  the  Town  will  vote  in  the  matter  of 
contracting  for  the  removal  of  trash  and  garbage  for 
the  ensuing  year, 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  15500.,  as  provided  in  the  Budget,  to  be  added  to 
Newington's  share  of  the  Town  Road  Aid  Fund  in  the 
amount  of  $1762.63,  m.^king  a  total  of  $6762.63,  to  be 
used  as  a  Joint  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
Town  Roads,  in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions 
noted  below :

3.  All  construction,  supervision,  inspection  and 
final  approval  to  be  sole  responsibility  of  the 
NHPW&HD.

portion  of  the  Fox  Point  Road  from  the  Spur 
Road  to  the  Old  Dover  Point  Road,  which  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  State,

Budget  for  1956  calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,000. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  sum 
of  $2,300.  for  caption  "A",  "B"  and  "C"  pertaining  to 
cemeteries,  etc. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  sum 
of  $325.  as  included  in  the  budget  under  caption  "A" 
and  "B"  for  the  Old  Parsonage. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  for  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  whose  membership,  term  of  office, 
duties,  authority  and  charter  are  outlined  below,  and 

/  to  vote  the  sum  of  SI, 500.  as  provided  in  the  budget,  for 

necessary  co&ts  incident  to  its  work. 

The  framework  of  the  Committee's  charter  includes 
subjects  stemming  from  the  basic  proposition  that  due 
to  the  increased  commercial,  industrial  and  military 
activity  in  the  area,  the  Town  is  on  the  threshold  of 
changes  of  such  magnitude  and  immediacy  as  to  re- 
quire study  of  the  s-hort  and  long  range  needs  of  the 
Town  and  to  make  provision  for  them,  taking  first 
things  first,  in  such  manner  as  to  fit  into  a  plan  of  the 
whole  for  the  future,  thus  avoiding  wasteful  mistakes 
— all  to  the  end  objective  of  increasing  the  Town's  at- 
tractiveness to  commerce  and  industry  and  at  the  same 
time  making  it  a  better  place  to  live  and  bring  up  our 
families'. 

This  is  to  be  known  as  the  "Newington  Long  Range 
Civic  Project." 
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Responsibility  for  its  planning  and  the  concrete  steps 
to  be  brought  before  the  Town  for  approval  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Committee  of  nine  members,  designated  to 
reflect  a  cross  section  of  the  citizenry  and  made  up  as 
follows : 

Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chairman  of  the  School  Committee 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board 
Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee 
Chief  or  Acting  Chief  of  the  Fire  Dept.  and  four 
members*  at  large  chosen  by  the  above  basic  Com- 
mittee, Members  at  large  must  be  qualified  voters  in 
the  Town  and  at  least  one  of  their  number  must  be 
resident  of  South  Newington. 

Should  any  member  of  the  basic  committee  be  en- 
titled to  more  than  one  membership  through  holding 
more  than  one  office  carrying  the  membership  privilege 
then  that  member  must  choose  the  group  which  he  will 
represent — the  alternate  group  being  entitled  to  elect 
another  member  from  its  ranks  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

All  members  s-hall  have  equal  voting  powers. 

All  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year  and  end  at 
town  meeting  day  in   March. 

Subjects  For  Present  Study: 

1.  The  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land,  centrally  located 
and  not  less  than  twelve  acres  and  as  much  larger  as 
cost  and  future  need  may  indicate  as  desirable,  to  house 
such  projects  ?£•  the  plan  may  require. 

2.  Negotiations  with  the  Air  Force  Officials  for  a 
building  within  the  above  civic  center  to  replace  the 
present  elementary  school,  now  rendered  unsafe  and  too 
noisy  for  study  through  proximity  of  the  Air  Force 
Main  Runway. 
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3.  A  public  Works  Department,  properly  equipped, 
housed  and  manned,  to  undertake  as  many  of  the  Towns 
maintenance  and  improvement  problems  as  seem  com- 
patible with  the  newness*  of  the  subject  and  the  amount 
of  money  available — later  increasing  this  as  experience 
warrants.  In  evaluating  such  a  step,  consideration 
should  be  given  not  only  to  saving  over  present  methods 
but  quite  importantly  too,  the  improvement  in  the  ap- 
pearance and  physical  condition  of  the  Town  and  its 
property. 

4.  A  municipally  owned  or  leased  Fire  Department, 
centrally  located  and  modernized  to  utilize  such  fire 
hydrants  as*  may  become  activated  from  time  to  time, 
to  the  end  that  improved  fire  protection  may  be  an  aid 
in  attracting  desirable  new  industry  and  at  the  same 
time  result  in  very  sizable  savings  in  the  cost  of  insur- 
ance on  all  property  in  the  Town. 

5.  An  extended  water  system  for  fire  protection  and 
consumption  by  homes,  industry  and  commerce. 

6.  Any  other  subject  which  the  Committee  finds  de- 
S'irable  and  important  toward  furthering  the  end  ob- 
jectives of  this  charter. 

7.  Recommendations  of  this  Committee  shall  be 
made  through  a  warrant  article  to  be  considered  at  a 
regular  or  specially  called  Town  Meeting  at  which  plans, 
sketches,  land  options,  methods  of  operation,  choosing 
of  personnel,  their  duties,  tenure  of  office,  and  all  other 
pertinent  data  necessary  to  appraise  and  activate  a 
plan  if  approved,  shall  be  furnished. 

8.  The  first  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  made 
through  an  article  to  be  acted  on  at  a  Town  Meeting  no 
later  than  June  15,  1956.* 
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24.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  all  other  Town  expenditures  for  the 
ensuring  year  as  included  in  the  budget. 

25.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on  the  result 
of  the  election  of  Town  Officers. 

26.  To  transact  such  other  busines-s  as  legally  may 
come  before  the  meeting. 

*  Articles  petitioned  by  ten  or  more  signers.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

January  1,  1955  to  December  31,  1955 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Newington: 

The  Trustees'  of  Langdon  Free  Public  Library  here- 
with submit  their  report,  annual  financial  statement, 
and  the  librarian's  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1955. 

The  year  has  brought  a  variety  of  interests  to  the 
library  and  increasing  responsibilities. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Bullock  who  asked  for  a 
year's  leave  of  absence,  Mrs.  Alfred  Pickering  is  serv- 
ing as  librarian.  She  meets  the  patrons  of  the  library 
with  interest,  their  needs  with  resourcefulness,  and 
is  aware  of  the  requirements  and  functioning  of  a  good 
library. 

Installation  of  the  new  heating  system  is  an  out- 
standing improvement.  The  warmth  adds  to  the  com- 
fort and  hospitality  of  the  library  and  is  beneficial  to 
the  building  and  books.  To  cooperate  in  conserving  heat, 
storm  windows  have  been  installed.  This  was  an  un- 
expected expense ;  but  by  postponing  other  plans,  win- 
dows were  purchased  for  the  main  library. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  the  card  cataloging.  Pro- 
fessional help  is  very  difficult  to  obtain.  Miss  Hanlon 
was  efficient  but  was  unable  to  finish  the  work.  This 
project  will  be  continued  until  completed. 

Attendance  at  the  Wednesday  evening  meetings  dur- 
ing the  summer  showed  increased  interest  over  last 
year.  Each  evening  had  its  special  feature.  To  our 
friends,  Miss  Dominga  Villaneuva  of  the  Philippines; 
Mr.  Floyd  Jackson,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Wilcox,  Mr.  Harold 
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Benjamin,  our  good  neighbors  from  Durham;  Mr.  Her- 
bert Williford,  Mr.  Sargent  Desmond,  M.  George  Newick, 
Col.  Henry  Margeson,  and  Frederick  Pickering,  who 
gave  so  generously  of  their  time  and  talents,  we  extend 
our  thanks  and  appreciation. 

For  the  second  time,  Langdon  Library  has  received 
an  award  from  the  N.  H,  Roadsides  Improvement  Asso- 
ciates, Inc.  Loam  for  fill  was  contributed  and  bulldozed 
over  the  old  dump  site,  and  repair  of  hurricane  damage 
undertaken.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


We  wish  to  report  to  the  people  of  Newington  that 
the  Police  Department  has  made  160  calls  in  Town, 
and  traveled  1390  miles  on  Town  Roads,  47  accidents, 
7  places  of  business  broken  into  in  the  night  time,  2 
men  drowned  in  Great  Bay. 

We  gave  out  85  warnings  for  motor  vehicle  viola- 
tions. We  have  had  in  Portsmouth  courts,  7  unregis- 
tered cars,  5  operating  without  licens-e,  3  for  grossly 
careless  operating,  21  for  stop  signs,  15  for  speeding, 
12  for  yellow  line  violations. 

1  for  operating  without  sticker,  1  for  failing  to  show 
license,  4  operating  after  rights  had  been  denied  by 
the  Motor  Vehicle  Commissioner,  3  operating  under 
the  influence  of  liquor,  2  for  drunk  and  brawl. 

We  have  been  able  to  go  through  the  year  of  1955 
without  a  fatal  accident.  We  received  a  citation  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  for  our  coopera- 
tion in  the  Slow  Down  and  Live  Drive  that  was  nation 
wide. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  in  the  Town,  and 
the  Firemen  and  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their  help 
and  cooperation  during  the  drowning  that  took  place 
on  December  4,  1955. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  the  fine  work  and  cooperation  during  the  past 
year.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Newington  Volunteer  Fire  Department  answered 
a  total  of  twenty-nine  calls  during  1955.  These  con- 
sisted of  ten  in-town  fires  including  three  chimney 
fires,  five  grass  fires,  one  woods  fire  and  one  auto  fire. 
There  were  thirteen  fires  on  the  Air  Base.  On  May  4, 
1955,  a  Boston  &  Maine  engine  went  through  town  and 
started  a  total  of  six  fires.  This  being  too  much  for  the 
local  Department  to  handle,  a  Mutual  Aid  call  was  sent 
out  through  Portsmouth  and  within  a  few  minutes 
Portsmouth,  Dover  and  Durham  answered  our  call  with 
man-power  and  equipment  to  assist  us  in  bringing  these 
fires  under  control. 

The  Fire  Department  a£.'3isted  in  a  search  for  the 
bodies  of  two  men  who  were  drowned  in  Great  Bay. 

After  having  varous  resuscitators  demonstrated  to 
us,  the  Department  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Select- 
men the  purchase  of  an  Emerson  Resuscitator.  This  was 
done  and  the  Selectmen  purchased  it  for  us  and  we  are 
very  much  pleased  with  it.  All  the  men  have  had  train- 
ing in  the  use  of  it  by  the  manufacturer's  representa- 
tive. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Department  has  been 
active  during  the  past  year  and  we  wish  to  thank  them 
for  their  kindness  and  all  the  things  that  have  been 
done  to  make  our  tasks  much  easier.  We  especially 
wish  to  thank  them  for  the  help  that  they  gave  during 
the  week  long  search  for  the  bodies  of  the  two  men 
drowned  in  Great  Bay. 

The  residents*  of  Newington  have  had  a  commendable 
record  during  1955  in  keeping  fires  at  a  minimum  and 
we  sincerely  hope  that  they  will  keep  that  good  record 
or  make  an  even  better  record  in  1956.

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FOREST  FIRS  WARDEN  REPORT 


BE  A  GOOD  CITIZEN  —  COOPERATE 

Smoking  and  debris  burning-  caussd  m:re  than  50  percent  of 
the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in 
1955  —  235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463  originated  from  these  two 
sources.  Lighted  smoking  material  and  matches  thrown  from 
moving  vehicles  along  the  highway  or  dropped  by  fishermen, 
hunters,  hikers,  berry  and  flower  pickers  accounted  for  26  psr- 
csnt;  debris  burning  in  the  wrong  place  or  at  the  wrong  time 
by  those  who  failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or  refused  to 
recognize  the  logical,  sensible  rules  and  resculations  set  up  under 
legislative  authority  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  wood- 
lands accounted  for  more  than  24  percent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy  the  situ- 
ation. Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on  our  law  books 
which  requires  everyone  to  secure  written  permission  from  the 
local  forest  fire  warden  before  starting  a  fire  in  or  near  wo'^ri. 
lands  or  where  fire  can  be  communicated  to  woodlands,  unless 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  A  never  ending  program  of 
educational  work  is  being  carried  on  by  your  local  warden  and 
state  officials  to  inform  the  general  public  both  of  the  value 
and  necessity  of  securing  the  required  permit  for  such  burning. 
Much  progress  has  been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who  fail 
or  refuse  to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit  system  was 
definitely  proven  in  this  district  during  the  1955  calendar  year. 
Local  wardens  issued  150  permits  for  debris  burning  fires.  That's 
a  lot  of  permits.  The  records  show  only  NO  permit  fires  got  out 
of  control.  This  proves  several  things  —  while  wardens  were 
liberal  in  the  issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommodating  every  ap- 
plicant so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cautious,  following  closely 
directives  outlining  overall  policy  governing  the  issuance  of 
burning  permits  and  thoroughly  instructing  permit  users.  The 
latter,  too,  fully  appreciating  their  responsibility  in  using  their 
permits,  governed  themselves  accordingly.  Result?  Much  burn- 
ing done  legally  and  safe. 

But  what  of  the  smokers  ?  Despite  all  the  efforts  of  those 
officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  preventing  fires,  too 
many  were  careless  or  thoughtless  in  disposing  of  smoking 
material  and  matches.  Why?  It  is  difficult  to  say.  Autos  are  now 
equipped  with  ash  trays.  Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing  out  of 
a  cigar,  cigarette  and  the  complete  extinguishment  of  matches 
before  being  discarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent  smoker  and 
debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more  than  half  of  our  annual 
forest  fires  would  be  eliminated.  Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to 
bring  this  about? 
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REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before  starting 
your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law  requires  it, 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them. 

3.  Become    a   safe    smoker    by    extinguishing   smoking   material 
and  matches  before  discarding  them.

During  the  past  school  year  your  School  Board  mem- 
bers have  attended  many  meetings  affecting  the  total 
educational  program  of  the  Town  of  Newington  — 
such  as,  the  all  day  New  Hampshire  State  School  Board 
Association  meeting  at  Manchester,  meetings  within 
Supervisory  Union  No.  56  which  deal  with  supervision 
of  the  schools  and  the  coordination  of  the  Union  finan- 
ces, and  trips  to  inspect  new  elementary  school  build- 
ings in  preparation  for  a  possible  building  program  in 
Newington  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Arthur  E.  Toll,  our  Superintendent  has  attended 
all  of  our  School  Board  meetings.  We  have  found  him 
to  be  a  man  with  outstanding  qualities  in  the  field  of 
education,  a  very  competent  supervisor  and  adminis- 
trator of  our  school  district. 

The  School  Board  instituted  a  physical  education  pro- 
gram this  year  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  El- 
well.  His  organized  activities  with  the  children  have 
noticeably  improved  their  physical  coordination.  Mr.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newington : 

Once  again  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  your 
School  Board  and  Teachers  in  administrating  the  New- 
ington School  District.  The  School  Board  is  extremely 
conscious  of  the  needs  of  the  children  and  of  the  wishes 
of  the  citizens.  Teaching  equipment  and  supplies  are 
up  to  date,  physical  facilities  are  free  of  safety  hazards, 
and  most  important  of  all,  the  teaching  staff  is  ex- 
perienced and  able.  New  services  which  have  been  added 
during  the  past  school  year  include  a  pupil  achievement 
and  intelligence  testing  program  so  that  greater  in- 
dividual guidance  may  be  given,  an  expanded  music 
and  recreational  program,  a  more  thorough  health  pro- 
gram to  include  better  physical  examinations,  home 
follow-ups,  and  daily  serving  of  milk,  and  transporta- 
tion of  pupils  to  Junior  and  Senior  High  School.  The 
morale  of  both  the  teaching  staff  and  the  pupils  is 
excellent. 

Your  School  Board  is  unselfish  in  spending  hours  of 
extra  time  to  insure  progress  and  sound  achievement 
in  your  school.  Out  of  necessity,  they  must  be  judicious 
in  establishing  school  policies.  They  must  always  con- 
sider the  future  along  with  the  present,  and  the  cost 
as  against  value  received  in  adding  new  services.  This 
is  extremely  difficult  in  attempting  to  foresee  the  im- 
mediate future.  Accurate  statistics  or  estimates  on  the 
number  of  pupils  who  will  enroll  in  our  s-chool  from  the 
Air  Base  are  not  available ;  whether  the  Town  or  the 
Federal  Government  will  build  a  new  school  is  still  a 
mute  question ;  and  when  this  influx  from  the  Air  Base 
will  make  itself  felt  is  still  debateable.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent, your  Board  has  wisely  followed  the  policy  of  wait- 
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ing  for  more  reliable  estimates  rather  than  spending 
money  on  mere  guesswork.  This  policy  is  reflected  in  the 
school  budget  for  the  past  two  years.  Actually  your  net 
school  assessment  decreased  during  the  past  year.  This 
should  be  attributed  to  wise  planning  rather  than  in 
curtailing  any  services  or  equipment. 

Pupils  who  have  completed  their  schooling  in  our 
system  continue  to  do  well  in  the  higher  grades.  The 
schools  of  Portsmouth  give  our  children  the  same  op- 
portunities as  they  do  to  their  own  children.  Our  re- 
lationship with  Portsmouth  is  excellent.
